But moat 
guests are lacking at timca Inconald- 
eratlon of their hostess and appre- 
ciation for her efforts. 

A perfect guest, from tho time she 
receivoa hor Invitation Is sympathetic, 
courteous, and gracloua. Invitations, 
like the knock of opportunity, are not 
to bo expected to return If they are 
not answered. Unnecesaary indeci- 
sion, a delayed acceptance or regret 
'Which has no excuse except the re- 
cipient's tendency toward procrasti- 
nation, la a dlacourtoay, whether the 
Invitation la to dinner or to spend a 
"week. 

Those faalidloua peraona wlio have 
never attem>ptcd to make the best of 
any Bltuatlon, not to their liking, 
. should by all means remain at homo 
if they are not cortan that their 
hostess* surroundings will meet with 
their approval. Burdening oneself 
with discomfort la entirely one's own 
affair, but burdening one's hoateaa 
aa well when she la striving to be 
pleasant and entertaining, never add- 
ed a aingle laurel leaf to anyone's 
crown of popularity. 

Broid Knowledge Required 

Being a gueet requires a broad
